It has been proposed that the can-; 
cellations “of homesteads and ‘pre- 
emptions be ‘relaxed and that the pay- 
ment of interests on pre-emptions be 
suspended till March Ist next. 

©. A, Magrath, M.P. for this dis- 
trict, has written to W. J. Greenway, 
commissioner of Dominion ‘lands, 
making a request that this be done 
The boards of trade of peneges and 
Medicine Hat have passed resolutions 
favorable to the measure and they}) 
have been forwarded to Mr. Greenway 
with the request that they be given 
favorable consideration. The local 
board of trade has been requested to 
take action in regard to the measures. 

These concessions from the govern- 
ment are due to the homesteaders and 
pre-emptors, and it seems that it can- 


not do otherwise than grant the 
prayer of the petitioners. The home- 
steaders Tand pre-emptors were rely- 


ing on the product of their farms to 
pay the government its interest and 
to tide them over the coming winter 
and, owing to their total or partial 
failure, all of them cannot ineet their 
obligations. They must seek employ- 
ment or go into other occupations un- 
til such time as they will be able to 
raise a crop. If the concessions ask- 
ed for are granted those who have the 
means and desire to do so can carry 
out their obligations by living on the 
land and paying the interest just the 
same as they are doing at ‘present 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier is now touring the 
west and ,this matter , should be 
brought forcibly to his attention, and 
there seems but little doubt that he 
will favor granting the asked for con- 
ceséions, 


When deaths occur here which re- 
quire under the law a coroner's in- 
quest or inquiry, as the case may be 
there is no such resident official, an 
this makes it necessary ‘ to send to 
Gleichen, Strathmore, Calgary or else- 
where for one.

The next census of Canada will be 
taken on June 1, 191], and. will em- 
brace population, mortality, agricul- 
ture, manufactures, minerals, fisheries 
and ‘dairy products. 

Population will be recorded under 
the heads of residence and personal 
description; citizenship, nationality 
and religion; prolession, occupation 
and trade or means of. living; wage- 
earnings and insurance; education 
and language speken, and infirmities 

Every person, living on June 1 will 
be entered on the schedule of popula- 
tion by name, as members of a fam- 
ily, institution or household, together 
with place of habitation, sex, relation- 
ship to head of family or household 
and whether single, married, widow- 
ed, divorced or legally separated. The 
month of birth, year of birth, and age 
at last birthday will also be recorded, 

Entries will be made for each per- 
son to show the country or place of 
birth, year of immigration to Canada, 
» Year of naturaliza- 
tion, if formerly’ an alien, and also 
racial or tribal origin, nationality and 
religion. Every person of alien birth 
who has become a naturalized citizen 
is a Canadian by nationality; and 
every British subject with residence 
in Canada, as well as every native of 
Canada who has, acquired citizenship 
by birth or naturalization,
